In this After final amendment, claim 1 has further incoporated previous indicated allowable claim 4, after detailed consideration of the 
limitation recited in claim 1 regarding "identifying pointer access in the portion of the high-level language program", it appears that this 
limitaion Is potentially rejectable by Frtankel et al. (US Patent Application Publication 20030093254) (paragraphs [0037. [0040], [0041]).
